Building Commissioner Williams Re- 
ports to the Mayor on Playhouses—

Every theater in Chicago is said to vio- 
late the building ordinances—either techni- 
cally or more seriously—and no additional 
amusement licenses will be issued until the 
proprietors have submitted affidavits to the 
butlding department. 

A bulky report on the theaters has been 
submitted to Mayor Harrison by Building 
Commissioner Williams, and he will go over 
the, details of it on Monday. Then some or- 
ders regarding alterations or even the clos- 
ing of some of the houses may be issued.

-A 
compromise which will change the ordi- 
hnances to some extent and require the the- 
aters to make some alterations is favored.

At times he gave way to his grief and allowed 
tears to flow in sympathy with the grief 
which his hearers made futile efforts’to re- 
strain. 

“ Although thou slay me, yet will I give 
praise unto thee,’’ he cried in an effort to 
regain his composure. Be

audience, but again the tears flowed. 


' Husband Prays for Resignation. 


“Many times have I tried to say amen to 
our hymn: ‘Take Thou Our Fairest and 
Dearest,’ but, try as I might, there always 
was in my heart the unspoken reservation, 
and I cried out in my soul: ‘ O, God. do not 
ask that of me.’. But let us remember that 
the one who has taken from us our fairest 
and dearesf. also gave her to us.”

Long before the memorial services in the 
West Madison street hall opened the street 
was thronged with those seeking admission.

HYPNOTIST FLEES A- MOB: 
‘HIS SUBJECT NEAR DEATH. 


Failing to Awaken Young Man from 
Trance Lecturer Is Mobbed—Doctors

hypnotist is at large and is being sought by 
every resident of Lamont, 8.

The text of the verdict is as follows: 

- we believe that Mabel Bechtel came to 
her death at 627 Cedar street (her home) be- 
tween Sunday evening, Oct. 26, and Tuesday 
morning, Oct. 27, and that death was due to 
a fractured skull from a blow inflicted by 
some person in the house unknown to the 
jury. We believe that the inmates of the 
house, Mrs. Catherine Bechtel, Myrtha 
Bechtel, John Bechtel, Charles Bechtel, and 
Alois Eckstein, are accessories after the fact 
of the crime.”’ 

Warrants of arrest were served upon Mrs. 
Bechtel and the members of her family and 
Eckstein this evening. They were taken 
before Mayor Lewis, who accepted bail for 
Mrs. Bechtel in $1,000, Myrtha Bechtel in 
$400, and Eckstein in $500. 

John and Charles Bechtel were committed 
to jail.

ARMENIAN HELD IN BOSTON 
DENIES POLITICAL MURDER. 


Vahtan Krikorian Will Stay in Jail 
Pending Direct Charges—Accused by 
Countryman. 7 


United States commissioner today, Vahtan 
Krikorian, the Armenian poet, journalist, 
and orator, who was arrested yesterday upon 
his arrival from London, where, during his 
voyage to this country, Sagatel Sagouni had 
been murdered, demanded to know on what 
charge he was being held. . 

Upon being told that he was charged with 
‘being a fugitive from justice because of 
having committed “ political murder,’’ Kri- 
korian demanded proof. This the commis- 
sioner was unable to give at this time and 
asked Krikorian to plead. Krikorian pleaded 
“not guilty.””’ Pending the arrival of direct 
charges Krikorian was sent back to jail. 

During the proceedings several Armenians 
were present, including Editor Kureghian of 
Young Armenia, and Peter Kazeroaz. The 
latter declared that they were in readiness to 
give testimony, but were informed that they 
would not be needed until later. 


Denounced as an Assassin. 


To the police Editor Kureghian stated that 
Krikorian is thé Head of the London central 
committee and that it was he who ordered 
Kureghian’s murder and attempted per- 
sonally to assassinate him several months 
ago when he was editing.a paper in London. 

Krikorian, while nervous, shows ho great 
alarm over his detention, although several 
times today he denied that he knew anything 
of the murder, and stated positively that he 
never was president or an officer of the Ar- 
menian committee, nor of any other secret or 
revolutionary-society. He said he had once. 
been member of the committee, but had 
ed his connection with it some time ago. 


Advocate of Physical Force. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—Members of the 
Hintchakist society identify the man arrest- 
ed at Boston as Vahtan Krikorian. They 
say he is a well known member of the Al- 
farist, or physical force, faction.

USE OF CRUSHED GRAVEL 
BLOW TO PAVING MONOPOLY. 


Contractors, the Board of Improvements 
Finds, Have Made $280,000 More 
than Fair Profits Out of Limestone. 


Crushed limestone is to be supplanted by 
crushed gravel in city paving as a means 
of destroying one branch of the paving 
monopoly, which, according to a report of 
the board of local improvements, has made 
$280,000 more than fair profits in the current 
year. 

As a result of an investigation made by 
John Ericson and George A. Schilling of 
the board, it has been found that unlimited 
quantities of crushed, washed gravel can 
be obtained from 70 to 90 cents lower than 
the price charged for crushed limestone in 
laying street pavements and sidewalks. This 

ort was adopted by the board. 

he investigators also reported that relief 
could be afforded by use of the limestone 
aong the drainage canal. It is estimated 
there are 18,000,000 cubic yards of stone 
which could be used, 

In submitting the report the t officials 
said that the extortionate price gharged for 
materials had made it imposs!ble’to do work 
“ street improvements which were impera- 

ve. 

“Chicago constantly is held up to public 
scorn and ridicule because of dirty and 
impassable streets,"’ they said. more 
of our streets were well paved it would be 
ar easy matter to keep them clean.’ More 
could be paved without complaint on the 
part of the property owners if prices were 
within reach, and figures would be more 
reasonable if crushed liméstone did not enjoy 
monopoly.”’ 

The report shows that the approximate 
emount of crushed limestone used during 
the current year for both street paving 
and sidewalks was about 400,000 cubic 
yards, the market price of which has been 
$1.70 a yard, or $1.85 or $1.90 if bills were not 
paid on a particular date. This is 70 cents 
@ yard more than was paid two years ago. 

The investigators say that their opinion 
that crushed and washed gravel would be 
a practical substitute for crushed limestone 
has been approved by prominent engineers 
and architects. The quality of limestone 
supplied in Chicago at extortionate prices 
is said to be inferior in quality and objec- 
tionable in many respects.

LITTLE APPARENT REACTION. 


Distribution of Merchandise Compares 
Favorably with a Year Ago-Larger 
Dealings in Banks and in Foodstuffs 
—Many Planned Railway Extensions 
Stopped by High Cost of Materials— 
Conditions in Other Lines of Trade— 
Bond and Stock Salea, 


Dun’s review of Chicago trade, published 
by R. G. Dun & Co., the.mercantile agency, 
will say: 

Although the curtailment of production in 
finished iron and a partial strike of packing 
house workers for more wages has created 
a disturbing feeling, but little appreciable 
reaction appears in the aggregate volume of 
current business. Freight traffic shows no 
falling away. Distribution of merchandise 
through wholesale and leading retail chan- 
nels compares favorably with a year ago, and 
there are larger dealings at the banks and in 
foodstuffs. Weather conditions have favored 
the progress of seeding and farm work, and 
the marketing of crops adds to a wider cir- 
culation of money throughout the interior. 

The prices of agricultural products main- 
tain unusual firmness. In the manufactur- 
ing branches there is ample employment on 
old orders and new contracts come forward 
as freely as looked for. A short shutdown 
for repairs in one department of a large 
steel plant was fully offset by the reopening 
of another. Pigiron is easier in price and 
supplies, and the buying included a large 
number of moderate quantities, the heaviest 
consumers being out of the market. De- 
mand for rails disclosed few large specifica- 
tions, but there is good general buying of 
structural! forms. 


High Prices Check Extensions. 


Many undertakings are planned in railroad 
extensions and other construction work in- 
volving unusual expenditures, but the execu- 
tion of these is hindered owing. to the pre- 
vailing high cost of necessary materials and 
labor. Machinery and hardwere factories 
are kept quite busy, some of the latter work- 
ing hard to overtake old business. Car build- 
ers are on overtime to comply with urgent 
calls of various roads for additional freight 
equipment, and the new bookings engage 
capacity well into next year. 

Furniture and woodworking branches re- 
port less local demand, but are doing well 
on reqifrement of outside buyers. Mercantile 
collections make a satisfactory showing, and 
the number of reported failures for the 
Chicago district does not exceed the same 
week of 1902. 

Grain shipments for six days, including 
2,757,336 bushels of corn, aggregate 5,550,740 
bushels, and are almost 29 per cent over the 
previous week, and fully double those of a 
year ago. The general demand has been 
fair and prices well sustained, compared 
with the closing a week ago. 

In the Live Stock Market. 

Live stock receipts, 324,528 head, are 
slightly over the corresponding week. of 
1902. Sheep advanced 15 cents a hundred 
weighe Choice beeves declined 15 cents 


and hogs closed weak, with 50 cents loss. 


Dealings in provisions showed best on 
domestic buying, and closing quotations 
were unchanged in ribs, 5 cents higher in 
lard, and 32% cents better in pork. Re- 
ceipts increased in cheese 10 per cent, seeds 
11, sheep and oats 14, broomcorn 19, barley 
20, cattle and butter 30, dressed beef 36, 
flour 40, hides 43, corn 66, and lard 88. De- 
creases are: Hogs 22 per cent, wheat 23, rye 
50, and wool 68. 


Banking, Stocks, and Bonds. 


Bank clearings, $174,481,664, are 9.08 per 
cent over a year ago.

INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITY GROWS. 


Dun and Bradstreet See Increase in Busi- 
ness Despite Labor Controversies 
in Many Sections. 


New York, Oct. 30.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

* Industrial activity has increased, many 
plants resuming and others preparing to re- 
open on Monday. Several pending labor 
controversies have reached amicable adjust- 
ment, adding to the aggregate of wage earn- 
ers employed. On the other hand, strikés 
are ordered and some mills will be closed 
by lack of new business, while the struggle 
for control of the copper properties has 
thrown thousands out of work. 

“ While there is evidence of a setback In 
the steel industry and some hesitation in 
textiles at the east the general tenor of these 
reports is encouraging for a continuance of 
prosperity, particularly in the sections where 
agriculture is the chief occupation. 

** Collections are causing some uneasiness, 
and financial conditions aré unsettled. Mer- 
chandise is freely distributed, railway earn- 
ings for October thus far surpass last year’s 
by 5.9 per cent and those of 1001 by 13.4 per 


cent. 
Big Business Is Predicted. 

** Purchases of iron and steel products are 
still restricted to immediate requirements 
as a rule, although the decline in quotations 
appears checked. Some trade authorities an- 
ticipate an avalanche of business when buy- 
ers are convinced that more attractive terms 
cannot be secured, but other experts believe 
that contracts will not be freely placed until 
financial conditions improve to such an ex- 
tent that the railways and other big con- 
sumers can secure funds readily. Doubt- 
less both statements are correct, and the 
former will be dependent on the latter. In 
the meantime plans are being made still 
further to curtail the output of pig iron. 

‘“‘Some increased interest is noted in 
structural material for office buildings, ware- 
houses, and bridges, but orders are insig- 
nificant when compared with last year’s busi- 
ness in this line, 

“ For the first time this season it is pos- 
sible to record a distinctly better tone in the 
market for cotton goods." 

As Viewed by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“Cooler weather has stimulated retail 
trade quite generally throughout the coun- 
try, and this is reflected in an improved 
reorder demand for seasonable goods, es- 
pecially heavy dry goods, clothing, and 
shoes. The movement of the crops has been 
freer northwest, west, and south, and in- 
terior collections have improved. Eastern 
jobbers, in turn, note a more cheerful tone 
to trade, which has hitherto lagged behind 


the corresponding season a year ago. Buy- | 


ing is, however, classed as conservative, and 
smaller lots are taken than formerly. 

‘* The labor situation is unsettled. Radical 
leaders are inclined to imperil present ad-

to precipitate further demands. 

“The great industries show-few changes 
for’ the week.

COURSE OF STUDY 


Congressman Bontell Would 
Haye the High Schools 
Teach Citizenship. 


BIG CONFERENCE IS 
Leadinig Educators Gather and 
- One Declares Family Life 
Is in Peril. 


A plan for teaching good citizenship in the 


public high schools was outlined yesterday 
by Representative Henry Sherman Boutell, 
who was one of the speakers before the con- 
ference on seconflary education which is 
being held at Evanston in celebration of the 
thirtieth anniversary of the coming of Her- 


bert F. Fisk as principal of Northwestern . 


University academy. 
The course of study, as mapped out by Mr. 
Boutell, would be as follows: 


First year-City council and its committees; | 


scrutiny of ordinances and general study of mu- 


nicipal conditions. 
Second year—County government, penal an‘ 
eharitable institutions, justice courts, and jury 


system. 
Third year—State government and duties of 


officials. 
Fourth year—National government in its vari- 


ous branches. 
Representative Boutell, who spoke in the 


evenin«, was one of sixteen speakers who 
addresse* the conference either at the day 
meeting in Wisk hall or the evening meeting 
in the First Methodist Episcopal church, 
Evanston. 

Many Idea: Advanced. 

The questions of the place and function of 
the endowed academy or private high school, 
the function of the free public high school, 
and the effect of accrediting schools by unl- 
versities upon the development of the high 
school were discussed at the two sessions. 
Among the opinions expressed by the various 
speakers were the following: 

The public high school is secondary not to the 
university, but to the graded school. It provides a 
supplementary education to the primary educa- 
tion of the common schools. 

The high school is no longer essentially a prepara- 
tory school to which rich men’s sons go before 
going away to college. It is ‘‘ the poor man’s col- 
ae the high school Latin and Greek should give 
way to the study of modern languages, and business 
systems should be taught. 

Athletics should be general, not confined to a 
few who do not need athietic training and who 


already are athietes. 


In order that the. high school might fulfill all the | 
the course 


requirements of @ poor man’s college 
should be changed from four to six years. 


Boutell Outlines Plan.* 


“Our Public High School; the Training 
Bchool of Good Citizens,” ,was the theme 
chosen by Congressman Boutell, who urged 
that neglect of civic duties was caused large- 
ly by unfamiliarity with the details of public 
business and the methods by which it is con- 
ducted. 

By teaching and by example, lessons in po- 
litical duty and civie virtue, the speaker 
declared, could be inculcated. . 

A tribute to the teacher from his pupils of 
three decades prefaced the plea of Congress- 
man Boutell. In part he said: 

“Today we think that the main function 
of the high school is to prepare a young man 
for self-support and for success in business. 
So far as it goes, this, of course, is a useful 
function. It is natural that today we should 
regard this as the only, or chief, function 
of the high school, for this is a ma 

, and we are a commercial people. 
“Tt, however, we look a little way into the 
fature, can we not discern the desirability, 
nay, the inmpperative necessity, of devoting 
our public school system to other ends beside 
those which are purely individualistic, utili- 
tarian, and, therefore, temporary? Is there 
not something in the signs of the times which 
suggests that we should use every possible 
agency for instilling into the minds of the 
youth of this nation a holy zeal for the wel- 


fare of the republic? And how can we reach 


the youth of the nation more readily than 
through the public schools? In the future, 
therefore, our system of free education, while 
it will do no less than it now does for the in- 
dividual, must do much more than it now 
does for the commonwealth. 


"., Neglect Due to Ignorance. 


“That many of our citizens neglect their 
whlic duties is true; but the neglect is large- 
unconscious and is not the result of evil 
intention, but of ignorance. Indifference to 
public affairs is our national disease; the 
ture is education. 

“ By what agency shall this ignorance be 
dispelled and replaced by an intelligent per- 
ception of the honors, rewards, and obliga- 
tions of American citizenship? I say unhesi- 
tatingly, by the free public schools. Let us 
make our high schools the traising schools 
of g00d citizens. It seems to mé that we 
ave never realized what a powerful instru- 
ment these schools can bé made for the 
service of the commonwealth. 


Outline of Course of Study. 


“In every community where a high school 
is located there will be found in operation the 
four principal forms of government—munici- 
pal, county, state, and national. Let each 


school year be devoted to one of these de- 


partments. Pupils in the first class, would 


study the town or city government. It 


deals with objects with which the pupils are 
familiar, which they see éaily, and in many 
of which they are personally interested. The 
condition of the streets, sidewalks, sewers, 
/ water, and gas depends upon municipal ac-

BCHOLARSHIPS FOR PUBLIC HIGH SCHOOLS: 

One-fifth of all Americans may be found 
each day bending over desks and absorbiug 
a primary education—such as is afforded by: 
the eight grades of grammar schools and the 
corresponding classes in parochial and pri- 
vate schools. This proportion of enrollment 
in primary schools is the largest in the 
world, being 4 per cent more than Great. 
Britain’s. But Congressman  Boutell, 
brought out in his address at Northwestern 


_ university last night the little known fact 


although primary education is more 
n the United States than in any 
secondary education hefe is 
less general than in Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and even Austria. Only 4.21 percent 
of Americans ever take a higher education 
than that afforded by the grammar grades. 
In Chicago 5 per cent of the population is 
enrolled on the secondary schoo! rolls, two- 
fifths being boys and three-fifths girls. . 
In this republic there is and wil] always 
be universal suffrage. Congressman Bou- 
. tell argues that consequently there should be 
in the republic universal education, and-that 
education should be carried as often As pos- 
sible beyond grammar school instruction. 
Grammar school graduates in the major- 
ity of cases neglect high school because of 
the expense involved—the time rather than 
the mouiey it will require. The money ex- 


i ‘ppeénse of the high school course is not great— 


books and car fare. And books are fur- 
nished free by the school authorities in 
eases of-need. But the majority of boys of 
14 years old—the average age of entering 
high school—are prone to feel that they 
should not continue for-four years more to 
be dead weights on the family exchequers, 
but that they should rather contribute there- 
to, They are also swayed by a dislike of 
sitting longer under a teacher. They would 
rather go out into the world.at once. 

Mr. Boutell estimates that boys who go 
to work immediat®ly after leaving grammar 
schools earn a net average of $200 a year 
for the ensuing four years. If, therefore, 
scholarships bringing in “ a year were 
attached to high schools, a ‘humber of Doys 
who now are driven to work at the age of 14 
by financial reason would be induced to take 
the high school course, without imposing a 
corresponding hardship on their families. 
The additional advantage of the scholar- 
ship plan is that it would select those boys 
whose intellectual attainments and abilities 
marked them out as most worthy of the com- 
pleter education. Only those who did well 
on the test examinations, thus showing they 
had profited by the chances already offered 
them, would be called to go up higher. 

Five thousand dollars held in trust would 
bring in $200 annually. “Such a scholar- 
ship would each year give a course at high 
school to some boy or girl who otherwise 
would be denied the advantages of sec- 
ondary education. If such a scholarship 
were offered by one of our public spirited 
men he would do well to provide that no 
pupil should be eligible to compete for the

SUGGESTED BY SHIPBUILDING TRUST. 

State banks are inspected by the state 
auditor and national banks by the control- 
ler of the currency to see if they are fit de- 
positories for the public’s money. Banks 
discovered to be unsound are p 
closed by order of the inspecting office; 
that people will not put their money into 
unsafe places. The system works beauti- 
fully for those who have money to bank 
and for the banks themselves—in other 
words, for the financial prosperity of the 
‘whole people. The gloomy prognostications 
that “ interference ”’ on the part of the au- 
thorities would reveal business strategy to 
competitors and kill enterprise have not 
been realized at all. Conservative bank 
managers themselves approve the system, 
for the certificates of soundness which thie 
authorities hand them periodically are free 
advertisements of incalculable value, while 
fear of inspection keeps charlatans and finan- 
cial adventurers out of the banking field and 
makes for the strength of the whole banking 
fabric. The public especially benefit by 
having the sound banks pointed out to them 
and by being warned away from the dan- 
gerous ones. | | 
“The people, however, not only put their 
savings, into banks but also into the stocks 
and. bonds of public corporations. If the 
people are protected by publicity when they 
intrust their money to bank directors, why 
should they not be afforded the same secur- 
‘ity when they intrust it to trust managers? 
Wheat is the peculiar sanctity attaching to 


managers of trusts which is absent from 


directors of: banks? - If public inspection 
may righteously be enforced on the latter, 
why not also'on the former? From the peo- 
ple’s point of view there is no essential dif- 
ference in putting money into a savings 
bank and in putting it into the securities of 
some- corporation publicly listed on the 
stock exchange, or publicl¥offered for sal 
by well. known financiers... 
Sound corporations would be benefited 
by the inspection by having their soundness 
certified. Wildcat corporations—such as 
the United States Shipbuilding company—. 
would suffer if they were organized. And 
they ought to suffer. But the greatest ben- 
efit of publicity would be in preventigp, not 
in punishment. Wildcat corporations would 
not be organized if publicity were‘enforced 
upon. them.. That fact .is.the great argu- 
ment for publicity—it would prevent rotte 
financiering. 
_ Objection is made to compulsory public- 
ity of public corporations as being a danger- 
ons innovation, an interference with per- 


‘sonal liberty, an unwise concession to the 


growing spirit of radicalism. But theré is 

no innovation about it. It is enforced on 

state and national! banks. It is an interfer- 

ence with personal, or rather corporate, lib- 

erty, but an interference of the kind 

that society has found necessary to impose 

upon the activities of bunko men and get 

rich quick sharks and gamblers. AJ cor- 

porations do not resemble these gentry. 

But some of them do. The law ought to 

interfere with the activities of those that 
do. How can it distinguish between the 

honest and the dishonest except by inspec- 

tion? Neither is publicity demagogical nor 

an unwise concession to the growing spirit 

of radicalism. The people object to.trusts, , 
among other reasons, because they are tin- 

trustworthy. If the people could be shown’ 
that the trusts were conservative, fair deal- 

ing institutions, which earned their money 

and did not get it by unloading worthless 

securities on the small investor, hostility to 

them would, in great measure, disappear. 

If, on the other hand, the trusts are allowed 

all the Heense they wish, enough of them 

will abuse the privilege to bring enmity 

down upon their entire class, and finally a 

eure far sharper than publicity will be ap- 

plied. 


THE COAST DEFENSES. 

Gen. Gillespie, chief of engineers of the 
army, in bis report for the year ending June 
80, 1908, says that the sea coast defenses 
of the United States are now half com-, 
pleted. Twenty-five of its principal har- 
bors are in a position to make an effective 
defense against naval attack with heavy 
guns and mortars, but the installation of an 
adequate rapid fire armament is far from 
complete. Upon the prineiple that half a 
loaf is better than none we probably should 
be thankful, but when the whole loaf is at- 
tainable there is no good reason why we 
should not have it. 

Gen. Gillespie further states that there 
are at present provided for the coast defense 
105 twelve inch guns, 133 ten inch guns, 
96 eight inch guns, 567 rapid fire guns, and 
876 twelve inch mortars—a formidable ar- 
ray on paper, but when distributed over our 
enormous coast lines evideutly insufficient. 
‘‘ Half completed ” tells the story. Thirty- 
one more sea coast localities are yet to be 
provided for besides the defenses of the 
lakes and St. Lawrence river and certain 
Porto Rican, Hawaiian, and Philippine 
harbors. These latter should not only be 
strong in defense but as strategic points in 
time of war. 

As to the navy, Rear Admiral Bowles al- 
ready has reported an addition during fhe 
last fiscal year of one battleship, four moni- 
tors, twelve torpedo boat destroyers, one 
torpedo boat, and seven submarine torpedo 
boats. The list shows how slowly the navy 
grows. The total, however, is by no means 
inconsiderable, and yet it is not what it 
should be when compared with the naval 
strength of some foreign powers. There 
are now 252 vessels in the navy that are fit 
for service. Of these 252 but thirty-eight 
are fighting vessels—namely: Ten first class 
battleships, one second class battleship, two 
armored cruisers, one armored ram, four 
single turret harbor defense monitors, six 
double turret monitors, fourteen protected 
cruisers, and three unprotected cruisers: | Of 
this number again only about thirty are 
actually fit for service at sea. Intime we 
may have a mavy adequate in number and 
strength to defend the country against any 
power, but we have not such a navy now, 
and unless more satisfactory progress is 
made in the future than was made during 
the last fiscal year it will be many years 
before we shall have.such a navy. 

In the meantime the coast defenses sb-uld 
be strengthened to that degree that it will 
not be necessary to detail war vessels to 
guard our harbors. In these days of long 
range and high power guns coast defenses . 
should be strong enough to resist any fleet 
that could be sent against them by an 
enemy, leaving the navy free to operate at 
sea. Fortifications should be so strong fhat

ING BDWARD, unlike his mother, 
does not celebrate Halloween, and 
there will be no special observance of 
today, save possibly in theschoolroom 
and nursery of the children of the 

prince and princess of Wales at Sandring- 
ham, in honor of the ancient festival, which 
in many countries of the old world ranks next 
in popularity to Christmas. eve. 

Queen Victoria usually spent Halloween at 
Balmoral, and not only delighted in the High- 
land ceremonies organized in connection with 
the occasion, but would take an active part 
therein. As the shadows of evening fell sev- 
eral hundred torchbearers, would assemble 
at the castle, and, dividing into two parties, 
one would proceed to Invergeldie, while the 
other would remain at Balmoral. After din- 
ner the queen and Princess Beatrice would be 
driven at a foot pace to Invergeldie, escorted 
by the Balmoral torchbearers. At Inver- 
geldie both parties would unite and return in 
procession to Balmoral. Therea tremendous 
bonfire was lighted, and, while the queen’s 
pipers were playing, dancing tothe strains of 
the Highland music would take place on the 
green sward, refreshments comprising every 
dish dear to Halloween memory being served 
to all present. | 

When the frolic was at its heighta 
grotesque figure suddenly would appear from 
the rear of the castle with a train of ogres and 
elves as attendants, These made every pos- 
sible demonstration of terror at the sight of 
the huge bonfire. Then came an ogre of 
demoniac aspect and form, followed by other 
équally hideous satellites drawing a car on 
which was seated the efligy of a witch. These 
uncanny intruders were marched several 
times around the bonfire, indulging in the 
most extraordinary dances and contortions, 


and finally the figure on the car, the em- 


bodiment of witchdom, would be hurled into 
the midst of the bonfire, amid weird shrieks 
and howls from the masked demons, who 
instantly vanished into the darkness, the 
cheers of the spectators mingling with the 


‘wildest strains of the bagpipes and the 


racket caused by a great display of fire- 
works. 


The scene as a rule would be impressive and 


picturesque, framed as it was by Lochnagar 
and the other surrounding mountains, with 
their summit covered with snow. Queen 
Victoria would remain almost to the close of 
the festivities and show not only the keenest 
interest but also much enjoyment in the en- 
tire proceedings. She was so far as I am 
aware the last of modern sovereigns to ob- 
serve the ancient festival of Halloween, and 
at the court of King Edward, as well as at 
those of his fellow rulers on the continent, 
tne celebration of the event has been aban- 


doned.

Count Wolkenstein's resignation of the post 
ot Austrian ambassador to France will de- 
prive the great world of Paris of one of its 
most interesting figures through the disap- 
pearance therefrom of his wife, one of the 
most brilliant and clever women of Europe, 


| whom the late Prince Bismarck, when at the 


height of his power, regarded as an adver- 
sary of such importance that he actually in- 
voked the assistance of the old emperor 
against her. 

It was during the time of her first marriage 
to the late Count Schleinitz, minister of the 
imperial house at Berlin, and in those days 
her salons were not only the trysting place 
of everything that was graceful, artistic, and 
witty in the German capital but likewise the 
headquarters of all the foes of Prince Bis- 


_marck. The countess, who, by reason of her 


passion for Wagnerian music, used to be 
known as ‘‘ La Princesse Trompette,’’ never 
lost an opp6?tunity of provoking the old 
chancellor, and I remember that on one oc- 
casion, when M. de Sabouroff, the Russian 
ambassador, was expected to attend a most 
important meeting at the Bismarck palace, in 
the Wilhelmstrasse, the countess prevailed 
upon the susceptible envoy to accompany her 
to a garden party and thereby to keep the 


chancellor waiting for him the entire after- 


moon. Bismarck’s rage at this treatment on 
the part of the Muscovite ambassador was 
so great that he actually went to the length 
of persuading the St. Petersburg department 
of foreign affairs to recall a diplomat who 
was frivolous tnough to prefer the society of 
a countess of Schleinitz te that of the chan- 
cellor of the German empire. 

After the death of ol4 Count Schieinitz, the 
in those days ethereal and blond countess 
gave her hand In marriage to Count Wolken- 
stein Trostburg, who had-long been devoted 
to her, and who was the hero in the romance 
of her life. When he was appointed as am- 
bassador to Paris she found herself in her 
élement, and, together with the countess de 
Greffuhle (née princess de Chimay), is re- 
sponsible for having converted the Parisians 
to Wagnerism and for having aroused in 
their breasts wild enthusiasm about the Ger- 
man composer, whom during his lifetime they 
had hissed off the stage. , 


> 
The successor of Count Wolkenstein at the 
Austro-Hungarian embassy at Paris, which 
occupies the magnificent palace in the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain, bequeathed to the em- 
peror of Austria by the multi-millionaire 


duchess Galliera, is Count “ Rudi ’’ Kheven- 


huller Metch, whose diplomatic career was at 
one moment gravely compromised by his 
romantic devotion to Queen Natalie of 
Servia. So entirely was he enthralled by her 
charms, when representing Austro-Hungary 
as envoy at Belgrade, that she was actually 
able to induce him during the war between 
Servia and Bulgaria to proceed to the head- 
quarters of the Bulgarian army and to in- 
form its commander, Prince Alexander, that 
the Vienna government would not permit 
any further advance of the victorious Bul- 
garian army on Belgrade. Prince Alexander, 
who was within a day's march of Belgrade, 
accordingly withdrew to his principality, and 
only discovered too late that the count had 
not only not been officially authorized to 
make any such communication to him, but 
moreover that the Austrian government 
would have viewed with satisfaction his cap- 
ture of Belgrade. : 

Count “ Rudi’’ was disgraced for a time. 
But offenses in which our sex has ‘been 
mainly to blame are regarded with the ut- 
most indulgence in Austria, where hearts 
are exceedingly susceptible. Accordingly, 
such a good looking and agreeable man 4&s 
the popular “ Rudi’’ ended by securing both 
pardon and rehabilitation, and for a number 
of years past has represented his sovereign 
with much brilliancy at the court of Brus- 
sels, where his position has been one of ex- 
ceeding delicacy owing to the differences be- 
tween King Leopold and his two elder 
daughters, both of whom are regarded as 
subjects of the emperor of Austria.

Lord Newburgh,’ who has just sold his 
magnificent palace at Rome, which has on 
more than one occasion been the home of the 
United States embassy, to Count and Coun- 
tess Vitali, is a Briton only by naturalization, 
and was born as an Italian prince. His 
father was a Marquis, Bandini, head of one 
of the most ancient and noble houses of 
Tuscany, which migrated to Rome in the 
sixteenth century, when Leonardo Bandini 
was master of the horse to Pope Julius II. 
and commander-in-chief of his armies. Mar- 
quis Charles Bandini married in 1815 Prin- 
cess Giustiniani, who was not only the sole 
heiress of the last prince of that. Venetian 
house of Giustiniani which formerly reigned 
over the island of Chios, but likewise heiress 
to the Scotch earldom of Newburgh and to 
the viscounty of Kynnaird and to the barony 
of Levingstone in the same kingdom. 

At her death her honors. as well as those 
of her husband’s, were inherited by her eld- 
est son, Prince Sigismund, who is therefore 
an earl; viscount, and baron of Scotland and 
a Prince Giustiniani, a Marquis Bandini, a 
duke of Mondragone, and a count of Car- 
inola in the kingdom of Italy. He was nat- 
uralized as a British subject in 1857, and is 
now an okd man, having been born in 1818. 
His son and heir, a man of about 3, who- 
makes his home in Rome, bears the title of 
duke of Mondragone, while in England he is 
known as Viscount Kynnaird. 

Lord Newburgh. claims . royal’ descent 
through the daughter of Lady Elizabeth 


Plantagenet, daughter of King Edward I. [| 
of England, and who married Humphrey de 


Bohun, earl of Hereford. The first earl of 
Newburgh was a lord of the bedchamber of 
King Charles II., and his honors eventually 
passed through the female line to his great- 
granddaughter, Cecilia, who in 1757 married 
Benedict, Prince Giustiniani. From that 
time: forth the Scotch earldom was held 
jointly with the Italian principality. Being 
a Scotch peerage, it descends through the

OMORROW, Nov. 1, should hereafter 


of Ireland. . For on that day the new 
laws go into effect through the opera- 
tion of which the actual ownership of 
the land of Ireland is to be turned back 
into the hands of the Irish people. 
Tomorrow sounds the knell of landiordism 
in Ireland, and, in the opinion of most fair 
minded Irishmen, marks ginning of a 
happy, contented, and loyal era. 

Under the land purchase act it will here- 
after be possible, whereyer three-quarters 
of the tenants on any estate agree in the 
demand, for Irish peasants to enforce against 
their landlord the sale to them of the lands 


most all the Irish landlords whose rent rolls 
amount to $2,500 a year or more agreed be- 
forehand to the provisions of the law, and 
almost without exception the tenants are 
anxious to put them into effect. 

Speaking generally and roughly, the pro- 
visions under which the land is to be turned 
over to th@ people are as follows: The land- 
lords are to be paid a total of twenty-three 
years’ rental for their lands; that is, for an 


| estate which rents for a thousand pounds a 


year the price is to be £23,000. Of this selling 
price half is to be paid to the landlords in 
cash and one-half in land stock, to bear 
about 4 per cent a year interest. . The Brit- 
ish government will advance the cash need- 
ed for the cash payments, amounting in all 
to about £100,000,000. 

The purchasing tenants will pay in all 
eighteen years’ rental, scattered over a term 
of fifty or sixty years. The difference of five 
years’ rental and the difference between the 
8 per cent interest the government will have 
‘to pay for the needed capital and the 2% 
per cent interest it will collect from the 
purchasing tenants represent the contribu- 
tion of the British government*towards the 
pacification and contentment of Ireland. 
But it will not cost the government any- 
thing near what might appear to finance 
what one enthusiastic Irishman calls *‘ the 
redemption of a nation.’’ Once the foreign 
landiords are out of the way, most of the 
necessity for the Irish constabulary will dis- 
appear. The constabularx~ now costs more 
than £1,400,000 a year. Once the peasants 
control] their own lands, and at least a _ 
lion of this amount can be saved each year. 
Looking }backward, thoughtful Irishmen 
are beginning to give Gladstone credit for 
starting the movement which has finally 
resulted in giving the green island back fnto 
the hands of its own people. 

It was in 1881 that the grand old mamhad 
passed the laws which established the dual 
tenure Of land in Ireland. These laws were 
opposed at the time by the Trish represerta- 
tives in parliament, who could not see as 
far into the future as the wise old Gladstone. 
U r these laws the actual titles of the 
land. were confirmed in the landlords, but 
it was at the same time provided that the 
landiords should not have the power to fix 
the rentals for their lands.

R. ALFRED HENRY LEWIS, the 
author of “ Wolfville Days,”’ is for- 
tunate in bringing out his political 
novel, “ THE BOSS,”’ at this partic- 
ular ‘moment. There is a good deal 

doing in politics in New York just now, and 

any book that is “ written from the inside,” 
as this is said to be, is sure to attract more 
attention than it would at any other time.

Voltaire” for English readers, and, to use 
a trite expression, ‘‘allentyre’a fills 
a long felt want. 
The author throws no new light on Vol- 
taire, but she—I believe that 8. G. Tal- 
lentyre is a woman—tells a good story in a 
manner to win over new readers of Vol- 
taire’s biography. The writer's style is pic- 
turesque, and it is the same style that made 
her ‘“‘ The Women of the Salons " so popular 
when it was first published. Voltaire’s own 
letters are his own best biography, not only 
as a literary history of the eighteenth cent- 
ury, but as contemporary history, for they 
touch on social, religious, scientific, and po- 
litical subjects. ‘“* They are,” writes 8. G. 
Tallentyre, “‘at once th; wittiest and the 
most natural extant. He wrote with that 
liquid ease with which a bird shakes out 


_ Tits song. His French is at one and the same 


time the most perfect French for the French- 
man and the stylist, and the simplest for 
the foreigner to understand.” 

** Besides his letters, with their easy grace 
and wealth of world wide knowledge, Horace 
Walpole’s are but the gossip of a clique; 
Mme, de Sevigne’s the chit chat of a bou- 
doir; Lady. Wortley Montagu’s coarse and 
c:umsy; and Pope’s stilted and artificial.

The liberal 
minded will be ready to own that to attack 
a system he not only believed to be false but 
actively harmful was well within his rights. 
It is his method which inspires just indigna- 
tion. A profoundly serious subject has a 
right to profoundly serious treatment. But, 
after all, Voltaire’s gibes and laugh turn 
against himself. Who believes a scoffer? 
If he had not jeered at the creed of Christen- 
dom he would have made more converts 
t» the creed of Voltaire. 

“What was his creed? It had only one 
article, ‘I believe in God,’ In that belief 
‘one finds difficulties; in the belief that 
there is no god, absurdities.’ ‘The wise 
man attributes to God no human affections. 
He recognizes a power necessary, eternal, 
which animates all nature; and is resigned.’ ”’ 


' This biographer does not think Voltaire 


as black as he was painted. He was an 
agnostic, for he claimed to know nothing 
and to believe nothing. It was the effect of 
his writings at the time that he wrote that 
established his claim toremembrance. Many 
of his writings are obsolete today, but they 
were powerful arraignments of the abuses 
of his time, “In his own day those writ- 
ings produced many practical reforms, an4 
paved the way to many more.”’
